Representing  the  Northwest  Mis¬ 
sourian  staff  at  the  two-day  con¬ 
vention  were  Miss  Violette  Hunter, 
faculty  editor,  and  Miss  Mattie 
Dykes,  faculty  adviser. 

Dr.  J.  W.  Jones,  president  of  the 
College;  Dr.  M.  C.  Cunningham, 
dean  of  the  faculty;  Mr.  Harold 
Neece,  business  manager,  and  Mr.  > 
Everett  Brown,  director  of  the  Di¬ 
vision  of  Field  Service,  attended  the  ' 
sessions  on  Friday. 

Mr.'  J.  N.  Sayler,  chairman  of  the 
Mathematics  Department,  and  Mrs. 
Sayler  attended  the  press  banquet 
in  the  Crystal  Room,  Friday  even¬ 
ing. 

Highlighting  the  Friday  sessions 
was  a  talk  on  Soviet  Russia  bv  Mr. 
Robert  W.  Reed,  news  editor  of  the 
Kansas  City  Star.  Discussing  the 
tour  of  Russia  and  other  European 
countries  he  made  last  spring  with 
a  press  group  under  the  auspices  of 
the  war  department,  Mr.  Reed  as¬ 
serted  that  the  iron  curtain  between 
Russia  and  the  western  democracies 
is  in  reality  a  mental  curtain. 

"The  Russians  we  met  were  very 
congenial  and  personal  relations 
with  them  were  most  agreeable,  but 
we  couldn’t  get  them  to  talk  to  us  1 
about  Russian  policy.  They  were 
unwilling  to  meet  us  on  a  'mlnd-to- 
mind’  basis,"  said  Mr.  Reed. 

Masters  of  the  art  of  infiltration,  1 
the  Russians  have  set  up  Com¬ 
munist  parties  in  all  European  - 
countries  and  their  leaders  are  na-  I 
tives  of  the  country  in  which  the 
party  is  established,  according  to 
the  newspaper  editor.  However,  the 
money  and  the  direction  come  from  i 
inside  of  Russia,  he  maintained. 

‘‘An  understanding  of  foreign  : 
policy  is 'one  of  the  greatest  needs  of  . 
American  citizens  today,"  said  Mr.  i 
Reed.  “We  should  not  turn  our  back  ; 
on  Europe.”  ] 

The  problem  of  penetrating  the  i 
mental  curtain  which  separates  the  i 
peoples  of  Russia  and  those  of  the  : 
western  countries  should  not  be  too  I 
difficult,  believes  Mr.  Reed.  The  ) 
people  of  Russia  and  the  people  of  i 
America  have  similar  traits  and  are  ; 
not  too  far  apart  in  their  views  of  i 
world  affairs.  i

Composer-Pianist 
Demonstrates  Work 

Henry  Cowell  Spends  Two 
Days  on  Campus  With 
Student  Groups. 

Spending  two  days  on  the  campus. 
Mr.  Henry  Cowell  delighted  both 
faculty  and  students  with  his  musi¬ 
cal  compositions. 

Mr.  Cowell  presented  a  program 
of  his  own  compositions  and  an 
interesting  autobiography  in  as¬ 
sembly  on  January  9.  Compositions 
played  by  Mr.  Cowell  were  "Deep 
Tides,"  "List  of  the  Reel,”  “Aeolian 
Harp.”  and  “Advertisement.”  He 
lectured  to  the  humanities  and  music 
classes  on  January  9  and  in. 

Unusual  techniques  enter  into  tire 
compositions  and  into  the  playing 
of  Mr.  Cowell.  For  example,  in 
“Deep  Tides,"  the  great  rolling  pull 
of  the  deep  tide  is  indicated  by  low 
bass  chords  with  so  many  notes  in 
them  that  they  are  played  with  the 
whole  arm  below  the  elbow  instead 
of  merely  with  the  fingers.  The 
fist  plays  an  important  part  in 
"Advertising.”  To  obtain  the  eerie 
effect  of  an  Aeolian  harp,  the  com¬ 
poser  plucked  the  strings  of  the 
Steinway  grand  piano  instead  of  us¬ 
ing  the  keys  in  the  conventional 
manner. 

Mr.  Cowell  began  to  play  the  piano 
while  he  was  very  young  and  had 
given  recitals  before  he  was  eight. 
He  decided  when  he  was  eight  or 
nine  to  become  a  composer,  and  at 
the  age  of  eleven  began  to  write 
opera. 

Mr.  Cowell  said  that  he  composed 
more  than  a  hundred  compositions 
before  he  received  training.  Some 
musicians  heard  him,  and  lie  began 
his  formal  education  at  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  California. 

The  composer  said  that  he  was 
known  as  a  modernist  and  a  radical. 
He  believes  a  composer  should  de¬ 
vise  a  unique  approach,  and  not  use 
just  one  set  of  chords. 

Mr.  Cowell  has  made  several  tours 
of  Europe,  playing  in  such  cities  as 
Warsaw,  Leipzig,  and  Berlin. 

He  spends  the  fall  and  winter  in 
Fresno,  California,  where  he  does 
most  of  his  composing.  His  sum¬ 
mer  home  is  in  New  York  City.  He 
is  making  a  tour  at  present  through  < 
the  United  States,  spending  two  or  ; 
three  days  on  eaeli  c  •'liege  campus 
he  visits.

Business  Law  Class  Holds  Trial 


“I  object.” 

“Objection  overruled." 

"Do  you  swear  to  tell  the  truth, 
the  whole  truth?’’ 

“I  object  your  honor!" 

“Mr.  Basford,  I  fine  you  $100  for 
contempt  of  court.” 

“Order  in  the  court  room!" 

These  remarks  and  other  familiar 
(and  unfamiliar)  law  terms  echoed 
down  the  lower  halls  of  the  College 
from  December  18  to  20,  as  Mr. 
Sterling  Surrey’s  Business  Law  class 
participated  in  a  mock  trial,  bring¬ 
ing  the  aspects  of  a  court  room  to 
the  class  room. 

The  court  room  was  called  to 
order  by  Mury  Apley  and  proceedings 
began  for  the  formation  of  a  jury. 
Members  of  the  class  were  called  be¬ 
fore  the  council  and  questioned  con¬ 
cerning  their  familiarity  with  the 
facts  of  the  case  and  the  plaintiff, 
Mr.  Darrell  Foster,  their  prejudices 
formed,  if  any,  and  their  name,  ago, 
and  occupation.  Janet  Drennan, 
Iris  Wehi'll,  Margaret  Wade,  and 
Sarah  Jane  Huggins  were  removed 
from  the  jury  when  they  admitted 
that  they  were  minors.  The  final 
jury  members  were  Dewey  Drennan, 
foreman,  Rjean  Black,  Shirley 
Stevens,  Bruce  Mitchell,  Jeanne  Tay¬ 
lor,  Betty  Stephenson,  Roger  Far¬ 
mer,  Helen  Spangler,  Leo  Strohm, 
Louis  Watkins,  and  Manley  Thom¬ 
son.

•  In  an  interview  with  reporters, 
Judge  Surrey  summed  up  the  case 
of  Foster  vs.  Buckley  Corporation 
in  the  following  words,  “Mr.  Darrell 
Foster,  former  auditor  for  the  Buck- 
ley  Manufacturing  Corporation., 
brought  suit  against  that  company, 
its  officers,  and  directors.  Mr.  Fos¬ 
ter  transferred  certain  properties 
to  the  aforementioned  company,  but 
brought  suit  to  set  aside  the  trans¬ 
fer  of  these  properties  on  the 
grounds  of  duress.  (Duress  is  the 
inability  to  exercise  one’s  will  freely 
at  the  time  of  the  formation  of  an 
agreement  because  of  fear,  usually 
the  result  of  misconduct  on  the 
part  of  the  other  party.)  A  pro¬ 
minent  official  of  the  Buckley  Cor¬ 
poration  stated  that  Mr.  Foster  had 
tampered  with  the  accounts  of  the 
concern,  Specific  shortages  were 
found.  Officials  of  the  company 
had  suggested  to  Mr.  Faster  that  he 
had  better  make  a  settlement. 
The  speaker  furthermore  advised 
that  although  Mr,  Foster  was  given 
an  opportunity  to  be  present  at  an 
audit  of  his  acoaunts,  he  did  not 
appear.  The  technicality  of  the  whole 
case  is:  "pid  fdv,  foster  transfer  his 


property  to  the  Buckley  Corp.  under 
duress?  Were  tire  threats  or  con¬ 
straints  sufficient  lo  overcome  the 
will  of  the  party  bringing  the  act¬ 
ion?’  ”

As  Lire  trial  opened,  Mr.  McClurg, 
attorney  for  the  Plaintiff,  presented 
his  case  to  the  jury,  and  called  to 
the  stand  the  first  witness,  Miss  Una 
Claypool,  who  testified  that  Mr. 
Foster’s  character  was  unquestion¬ 
able.  The  second  witness,  Mr. 
Anderson,  executive  of  the  Corpora¬ 
tion,  admitted  making  the  state¬ 
ment  to  Mr,  Foster  that  "You’d  bet¬ 
ter  settle  or  we  will  take  you  to 
court.”  The  testimony  of  the  next 
witness  intensified  .the  jury's  interest 
in  the  ease,  as  Miss  Betty  Ferguson, 
junior  accountant  of  the  Corpora¬ 
tion,  told  the  jury  of  her  acquain¬ 
tance  with  the  plaintiff,  Mr.  Foster, 
her  association  with  him  in  the  of¬ 
fice,  and  of  his  honesty  and  cap¬ 
abilities.  Mr.  Gene  Polk,  an  eminent 
psychiatrist,  testified  that  Mr,  Fos¬ 
ter  was  undoubtedly  suffering  from 
a  mental  disease  at  the  time  of  the 
deficit  in  his  books,  not  duress.  Miss 
Louise  Straight  was  also  called  to 
the  witness  stand  to  testify  regarding 
Mr.  Foster's  character.  She  admit¬ 
ted  that  through  her  association 
with  the  plaintiff  outside  of  the 
office  she  had  discovered  that  his 
character  was  "not  so  good  as  had 
been  painted." 

Summaries  were  presented  to  the 
jury  by  Mr.  Harvey  Lund  and  Mr, 
Basford,  and  the  jury  went  into  a 
conference.  Judgment  was  for.  the 
defendant.

The  following  year  after  his 
graduation  from  gymnasium  (ap¬ 
proximate  equivalent  of  high  school) 
he,  with  tlic  help  of  his  former 
school,  was  able  lo  obtain  a  scholar¬ 
ship  in  an  American  college.  He 
entered  this  College  on  October  10, 
1946.  The  main  interest  of  Mr. 
Marinos  is  biology,  and  he  looks 
forward  to  specializing  in  botany  and 
plant-patliology.  He  has  no  definite 
plans  for  the  future,  but  his  ambi¬ 
tion  is  to  work  in  a  research  labora¬ 
tory.  Another  desire  of  his  is  to 
help  in  some  way  in  the  rehabilita¬ 
tion  of  his  country,  which  was  com¬ 
pletely  devastated  by  the  Axis  oc¬ 
cupation  forces.  His  hobbies  while 
in  Greece  were  reading,  collecting 
insects,  mountain  climbing,  and 
skiing. 

Manuel  Gadea  was  bom  in  Lima, 
Peru,  and  lived  there  twenty-one 
years.  He  attended  primary  school 
in  the  Institute  of  Modern  Educa¬ 
tion  in  Lima,  and  attended  high 
school  in  the  British-Pcrvian  college 
in  Lima.  He  worked  in  the  Inter¬ 
national  Business  Machines  Corpora¬ 
tion  of  Delaware,  in  Peru,  for  four 
years,  and  after  attending  a  special 
school  for  one  year  received  the 
title  of  Operator  of  International 
Business  Machines. 

Six  years  after  graduating  from 
high  school  Mr.  Gadea  attained  his 
ideal  -.of  coming  to  the  United  States 
to  study  the  profession  of  architec¬ 
tural  engineering.  He  arrived  at 
this  College  on  November  27,  1946. 
His  favorite  courses  are  mathe¬ 
matics  and  art.  He  has  no  de¬ 
finite  plans  for  the  future,  but 
likes  architectural  work.

College  to  Receive 
Recognition  Plaque 

Navy  Awards  to  Schools 
Which  Contributed  to 
War  Program. 

Tlic  Northwest  Missouri  State 
Teachers  College  is  one  of  the  fif¬ 
ty-three  colleges,  universities,  and 
other  educational  institutions  in 
this  area  to  be  presented  bronze 
plaques  by  the  Navy  Department, 
Vice  Admiral  George  D.  Murray, 
USN  Commandant  of  the  Ninth 
Naval  District,  has  announced.  The 
Plaques  will  serve  as  a  permanent 
memorial  of  the  services  rendered 
by  the  institutions  that  made  their 
facilities  available  to  the  Navy  for 
the  training  of  officers  and  enlist¬ 
ed  men  during  the  war.  Individual 
presentations  will  be  made  with 
appropriate  ceremonies,  at  the 
convenience  of  the  schools,  upon 
receipt  of  plaques  from  the  Navy 
Department. 

The  contributions  of  these  fifty- 
three  colleges  were  varied,  ranging 
from  the  education  of  seminarians 
to  be  Navy  chaplains  to  the  train¬ 
ing  of  radio  operators,  cooks  and 
bakers,  and  mechanics.  In  some 
cases  the  colleges  lent  instructors. 
At  many  colleges,  navy  men  at¬ 
tended  classes  with  civilians,  and 
often  outnumbered  them.  At 
others,  the  Navy  set  up  its  own 
specialists’  schools  on  the  college 
campuses,  using  the  institutions' 
classrooms,  laboratories,  and  living 
quarters.  At  one  university,  the 
administration  building  was  made 
into  a  dormitory  for  men  attend¬ 
ing  a  radio  operators  school,  and 
twenty-four  men  were  berthed  in 
what  used  to  be  the  President’s  of- 
■  lice.  Two  universities  lent  large 
buildings  and  other  facilities  for 
the  establishment  of  Naval  Reserve 
Midshipman  Schools. 

Eight  colleges  played  host  to 
NROTC  units,  while  31  had  Navy 
V-12  units  on  campus.  In  ad¬ 
dition,  fourteen  V-12  units  were  es¬ 
tablished  at  medical  schools  in  the 
district,  ten  at  dental  schools,  and 
five  at  seminaries. 

Seven  schools  tnught  refresher 
courses  for  enlisted  men  selected 
for  flight  training,  and  the  same 
number  of  preflight  schools  were 
set  .  up.  Four  colleges  lent  their 
facilities  to  cooks  and  bakers 
schools,  three  taught  Diesel  en¬ 
gineering,  and  two,,  trained  elec¬ 
tricians.  Courses  were  also  set  up 
for  machinist's  mates  and  amphib¬ 
ious  firemen.  Many  of  these  in¬ 
stitutions  had  more  than  one 
Nnval  Training  School  on  campus, 
and  one  had  seven  separate  schools 
operating  simultaneously. 

The  Northwest  Missouri  State 
Teachers  College  had  Navy  V-12 
and  V-5  units  on  the  campus. 


Harvard  President  Gives 
Back  Honorarium  Offered 

“School  and  Community."  the 
official  publication  of  the  Missouri 
State  Teachers  Association,  told 
in  a  recent  issue  the  following  story 
of  a  new  experience. 

"President  James  B.  Conant, 
Harvard  University,  returned  a  very 
handsome  honorarium  with  the 
statement,  'It  would  give  me  n 
great  deal  of  pleasure  if  I  might 
consider  that  my  address  to  the 
Missouri  State  Teachers  Associa¬ 
tion  was  in  the  form  of  a  contribu¬ 
tion  to  public  education.’  He  con¬ 
tinued,  'I  feel  thac  the  work  that 
members  of  your  Association  are 
doing  is  so  important  a  public  ser¬ 
vice  and  so  little  recognized  by  the 
public  in  many  ways  that  those  of 
us  outside  who  may  bo  able  to 
help  ought  Lo  do  so  without  undue 
expense.  Furthermore,  I  enjoyed 
the  meeting  intensely  and  appre¬ 
ciated  the  very  large  audience 
which  did  me  the  honor  to  listen 
to  my  remarks.’ 

"One  is  moved  by  such  an  ex¬ 
pression  and  can  only  say  that  it 
exemplifies  the  man  that  he  is.” 

College  Launches 
Reading  Program 

Clinic  Is  Established  for 
Students  Whose  Reading 
Ability  Is  Low. 

In  September  of  the  current  year 
the  first,  step  toward  the  goal  or  or¬ 
ganizing  and  equipping  a  reading 
clinic  at  the  College  was  initiated. 
All  students  of  fresh mvn  standing 
were  required  to  take  a  standard 
reading  test  for  the  purpose  of  dis¬ 
covering  reading  difficulties.  The 
results  of  the  tests  were  encouraging 
The  median  for  approximately  three 
hundred  students  was  52.4,  2.4  above 
the  standard  median. 

An  opportunity  for  those  who 
needed  to  improve  their  rcariin?: 
abilities  and  skills  was  provided 
during  the  quarter.  The  class  work 
stressed  vocabulary  study,  training 
in  increasing  rate  of  reading,  and ; 
practice  in  improving  the  essential  j 
abilities  required  in  comprehending 
what  is  read.  At  present  the  only 
training  equipment  consists  of  man¬ 
uals  designed  to  provide  training  in 
the  previously  mentioned  abilities 
and  skills. 

A  College  regulation  requires  that 
all  students  who  need  to  improve 
their  reading  ability  must  take  the 
course  in  Laboratory  Reading.  The 
course  is  planned  for  twenty  meet¬ 
ings  with  two  meetings  each  week. 

“The  success  eff  the  work  depends, 
in  part,"  says  Miss  Dora  B.  Smith, 
who  is  in  charge,”  upon  the  attitude 
of  the  student  toward  the  work  and 
his  desire  to  want  to  improve  his 
ability  to  read.  There  are  few.  if 
any,  who  cannot  improve.  With  the 
great  demands  made  upon  the  reader 
today  both  in  and  out  of  college,  it 
is  imperative  that  he  read  at  his 
maximum  level  of  attainment  if  he 
is  to  be  able  to  meet  in  a  satisfac¬ 
tory  manner  and  with  an  econom¬ 
ical  expenditure  of  time  his  respon¬ 
sibilities  to  society  where  reading  is 
involved." 

In  time,  the  College  will  have  a 
well-equipped,  clinical  reading  lab¬ 
oratory,  competently  staffed.  Pro¬ 
vision  will  be  made  for  clinical  dia¬ 
gnosis  not  only  for  the  students  of 
the  College,  but  for  the  pupils  who 
arc  in  the  public  schools  of  the  dis¬ 
trict  and  who  arc  experiencing  ser¬ 
ious  difficulties  in  reading.  Thirf 
long-view  program  is  in  line  with  the 
best  practices  today. 


Major  Likes  Missouri 


Major  O.  C.  Trailer,  a  graduate 
of  tlic  College,  recently  wrote  Mr. 
Bert  Cooper  of  ills  present  work 
with  tlic  Army  in  Japan.  Excerpts 
of  the  letter  reveal  that  he  is  Just 
as  loyal  as  ever  to  his  home  state 
despite  the  fact  that  to  him  service 
abroad  lias  been  enjoyable, 

"I  thought  I  would  be  home  be¬ 
fore  tills,”  writes  Major  Trailer, 
"but  have  been  held  over  as  essen¬ 
tial.  I  am  in  charge  of  a  former 
Japanese  property.  We  arc  more  or 
loss  of  a  trust  company.  Here  we 
have  around  12,000  pieces  of  prop¬ 
erty.  I  have  my  bureau  office,  three 
section  .offices,  and  21  branch  of¬ 
fices.  Among  our  officers  here  are 
three  Missourians,  one  educated  at 
Park  College.  Colonel  Poeke  was 
born  and,  reared  in  Japan  and 
Michigan,  but  received  his  B.  A. 
from  Park.  Colonel  Murphy  is  from 
Braymer.  He  owns  a  farm  at  Mary¬ 
ville  and  expects  to  retire  there. 
His  wife  is  a  Wallace,  and  I  think 
he  told  me  he  had  two  nieces  in 
school  there.  He  is  an  uncle— I 
think— of  “Steam  Boat’s."  Then  Lt. 
Col.  Curtins,  Col.  Murphy’s  assist¬ 
ant,  was  a  Jnmeson-Pnttonsburg 
boy.  He  has  33  years  of  army  ser¬ 


vice.  I  am  prctlv  badly  outranked 
by  the  other  stuff  members,  but  it 
does  not  bother  me  tco  much.  I 
came  in  the  army  June  5,  of  ’42,  a 
private.  Four  years  later  I  was  made 
a  major.  .  . 

"But  as  much  as  Helen  and  I  feel 
wc  are  doing  O.  K.,  our  big  ambi¬ 
tion  is  to  return  to  Missouri.  A  fun¬ 
ny  ambition,  but  nowhere  have  I 
seen  a  place  that  compares  with 
Missouri  from  every  angle.  I  liked 
Washington,  Texas,  Georgia,  Vir¬ 
ginia,  Canada,  California,  Chicago, 
and  even  Kansas  the  short  time  1 
was  there.  And  I  do  not  dislike  tl;e 
Orient,  but  Missouri  lias  them  all 
beat  a  .country  block.  Those  of  us 
who  have  spent  the  most  of  our 
lives  there  are  just  lucky. 

"The  political  situation  over  here 
is  not  too  good.  Only  about  10%  of 
tho  people  are  Communists,  but 
they  ore  an  active  10%,  and  did 
you  ever  figure  how  many  people 
10%  of  an  Oriental  country  are?  And 
they  are  subsidized;  don’t  forget  lt. 
It  is  rather  a  complicated  deal  and 
would  almost  take  a  book  to  explain 
it,  and  it  makes  things  a  bit  com¬ 
plicated  for  our  policies  and  objec¬ 
tive?, ’’

Thirteenth  Year  of  Four- 
Number  Series. 

Lectures  Become  Tradition 

Lectures  to  I?c  Published  Later  in 
Northwest  Missouri  Teachers 
College  Studies. 

Next  month  the  College  will 
present  the  first  number  of  its 
thirteenth  Annual  Series  of  Feb¬ 
ruary  Lectures.  These  lectures, 

, 1  Riven  by  three  faculty  members  of 
I  the  College  and  a  guest  speaker 
from  some  other  college  or  univer¬ 
sity,  have  become  one  of  the  tra¬ 
ditions  of  the  College.  The  lec¬ 
tures  arc  given  on  four  consecutive 
Sunday  afternoons. 

On  Sunday.  February  2,  Dr. 
Harry  G.  Dildine  of  the  Social 
Science  department,  will  speak  on 
the  subject,  “Bolsheviks,  Icons,  and 
Patriarchs." 

The  lecture  series  was  conceived 
in  1930  by  a  small  group  of  faculty 
members  who  felt  that  something' 
was  needed  lo  stimulate  scholastic 
enterprise,  give  evidence  of  profes¬ 
sional  activity  on  the  part  of  tho 
faculty  members,  and  widen  ave¬ 
nues  of  knowledge  for  tiie  audi¬ 
ences.  The  first  lecture  was  pre¬ 
sented  on  February  8.  1931,  when 
Dr.  Harry  G.  Dildine,  a  member  of 
the  College  faculty,  spoke  on  the 
subject.  “Ghandi.  the  Son  of  Em¬ 
pire."  Lectures  were  given  tho  next 
two.  years,  I  hen  lapsed  until  1937 
when  they  were  resumed  to  con¬ 
tinue  to  the  present  time.  Dr.  An¬ 
na  M.  Painter,  a  former  member  of 
the  College  faculty,  was  tlic  first, 
speaker  on  I, lie  J937  scries.  Her 
subject  was  “An  Old  Story  Retold.” 

Each  person  appearing  on  tho 
scrips  devotes  months  to  the  prep¬ 
aration  of  the  lecture  to  be  given. 
There  is  free  choice  of  subject,  and 
the  speaker's  preparation  usually 
involves  much  research. 

Lectures  in  the  past  have  been 
given  on  such  widely  diversified 
subjects  as  the  following:  Russian 
Drama,  Crete,  The  '  Ante-Bellum 
Southwest,  Shintoism,  Alexander

Speaker  Compares 
Democratic  Ideals 

Assembly  Visitor  Asserts 
Scandinavian  Democracy 
Functions  Well. 

Dr.  Howard  Leach,  noted  scholar 
and  editor,  addressed  the  students 
and  faculty  of  tire  College  at  the 
regular  assembly,  Wednesday,  Jan¬ 
uary  15.  He  talked  on  the  two 
types  of  democracies;  comparing 
the  type  used  in  the  Scandi¬ 
navian  countries  with  the  typo 
used  in  America. 

Mr.  Loach  began  with  a  partial 
definition  of  democracy.  He  said 
(hat  the  original  ideal  of  democ¬ 
racy  was  that  the  people  rule.  In 
France,  liberty,  equality,  and  fra¬ 
ternity  are  considered  principles  of 
democracy. 

Dr.  Leach  pointed  out  that  de¬ 
mocracy  is  tlic  hardest  system  of 
government  in  the  world  to  main¬ 
tain.  He  added  that  it  has  often 
been  deserted,  that  in  prehistoric 
times  ii  was,  perhaps,  turned  aside 
in  favor  of  a  dictatorship.. 

Dr.  Leach  informed  the  nudioncc 
that  people  overseas  were  under 
the  impression  that  Americans 
Would  not  fight  again  because  of 
dislike  of  the  settlements  from  the 
last  war.  He  told  them,  however, 
that  if  democracy  were  threatened, 
America  would  defend  it! 

According  to  the  speaker  a  com¬ 
mon  denominator  must  be  found 
in  order  to  define  Americanism. 
He  challenged  anyone  to  find  a 
common  denominator  for  Frank 
Sinatra  ami  General  “Ike"  Elsen¬ 
hower. 

Scandinavian  democracy  is  much 
older  than  that  practiced  in  the 
United  States,  said  Dr.  Leach.  It 
was  set  up  just  after  the  last  "Ice 
Age..’’  Scandinavian  countries  had 
not  been  occupied  since  then  uulll 
1940,  when  Germany  occupied 
Denmark. 

He  asserted  that  kings  in  Scan¬ 
dinavia  occupy  about  the  same 
position  as  American  bank  presi¬ 
dents. 

Mr.  Leach  said  equality  practiced 
in  Scandinavia  is  inclined  to  level 
the  people’s  rights  up;  in  Russia, 

I  they  are  leveled  down;  and  in 
America,  they  are  leveled  to  aver¬ 
age. 

The  speaker  pointed  out  that  in 
Scandinavia,  people  always  vote 
for  tho  best  man  who  is  running 
for  an  office,  regardless  of  his  poli¬ 
tics.  They  want  to  use  the  best 
man  in  order  to  pull  up  the  mass¬ 
es. 

Mr.  Leach  said  if  Scandinavians 
came  to  America,  they  would  bo 
more  American  than  Americans 
themselves.

Copy  that  is  handed  in  by  the  reporter  must  ho 
rnd  to  eliminate  errors  in  grammar,  to  correct 
unctuation,  and  to^ee  that  it  conforms  to  jonrna- 
sni  ethics.  Before  the  copy  can  go  to  the  printers, 
head-line  must  be  written  for  the  story. 

Dealihe  for  tho  news  is  Friday  evening  before 
ublication  date.  By  this  time  all  copy  must  ho 
nit  down  to  the  printer.  Long  galleys  of  the 
rintod  material  in  single  columns  are  prepared' 
V  the  printer.  The  galleys  are  sent  back  to  tho 
orthwost  Missourian  office  to  be  road  again, 
hen  they  are  sent  hack  to  the  printer’s  office 
ith  all  errors  corrected. 

,  Monday  evening  the  faculty  editor,  tho 
iculty  adviser,  and  the  student  editor  cut  away 
io  margins  of  those  proofs,  or  galleys,  and  then 
i.Ste  them  on  a  “dummy”  copy  of  the  paper  in

At  the  present  time  the  Federal 


Government  through  the  coopera¬ 
tion  of  thousands  of  training  insti¬ 
tutions  is  involved  in  one  of  the 
most  comprehensive  educational 
programs  ever  undertaken. 

This  program  was  begun  when 
Congress  passed  legislation  known 
as  Public  Laws,  10  and  346.  Public 
Law  16  deals  with  the  disabled 
veterans  while  Public  Law  346, 
which  is  commonly  known  as  the 
G.  I.  Bill  of  Rights,  deals  with  the 
education  of  non-disabled  veter¬ 
ans. 

Any  veteran  who  is  receiving  a 
disability  pension  is  entitled  to 
consideration  for  training  under 
Public  Law  16.  Any  veteran  who  is 
not  receiving  a  disability  pension 
and  lias  a  discharge  other  than 
dishonorable  is  eligible  to  receive 
training  under  Public  Law  346,  the 
servicemen's  Readjustment  Act, 

,  1944.  The  maximum  amount  of 
training  that  a  veteran  may  re¬ 
ceive  under  Public  Law  16  is  48 
months  or  until  he  is  declared  re¬ 
habilitated.  Under  Public  Law  346 
a  veteran  is  eligible  for  training 
equal  to  the  amount  of  time  in  ser¬ 
vice  plus  12  additional  months,  up 
to  a  maximum  of  48  months.  While 
in  training  under  Public  Law  346 
veterans  are  entitled  to  have  their 
educational  expenses  paid  up  to  a 
maximum  of  $500  per  year.  In  ad¬ 
dition  to  these  expenses  the  Vet¬ 
erans  Administration  will  pay  the 
veteran  subsistence  on  the  basis  of 
$65.00  per  month  for  a  veteran 
without  dependents  and  $90.00  per 
month  for  a  veteran  with  depend- 
dents. 

The  Central  Office  of  the  Vet¬ 
erans  Administration  is  in  Wash¬ 
ington,  D.  C.  In  order  'to  be  of 
greater  service  to  the  veteran,  the 
Veterans  Administration  has  been 
decentralized.  There  are  now  13 
Branch  Offices  in  the  United 
States.  Each  Branch  Office  is  di¬ 
vided  into  Regional  and  Sub-re¬ 
gional  -Offices.  The  Kansas  City 
Rcgionai  Office,  consists  of  53 
counties  in  the  western  half  of 
Missouri  and  10  counties  in  north¬ 
eastern  Kansas.  There  is  a  Sub¬ 
regional  Office  located  at  Spring- 
field  and  St.  Joseph,  Missouri.  Five 
Guidance  Centers  located  at  Kan¬ 
sas  University,  Kansas  City  Uni¬ 
versity,  Northwest  Missouri  State 
Teachers*  College,  Central  State 
Teachers  College,  and  William 
Jewell  College  all  are  located  In  . 
tho  Kansas  City  Region.  In  addi¬ 
tion  to  these  Guidance  Centers,  Con¬ 
tact  Offices  are  located  at  Law¬ 
rence,  Kansas;  Chillicothe,  Joplin, 
Lebanon,  Maryville,  Nevada,  Se- 
dnlia,  and  West  Plains,  Missouri. 
The  primary  purpose  of  this  de¬ 
centralization  of  the  Veterans  Ad¬ 
ministration  is  to  iriake  it  easier 
for  tlie  veteran  to  contact  the  Vet¬ 
erans  Administration  regarding 
any  question  which  may  develop. 

One  of  the  primary  reasons  for 
tlie  Guidance  Centers  located  at  ed¬ 
ucational  institutions  is  to  be  of 
every  possible  assistance  to  the 
veteran  arid  the  institution  in  the 
veteran’s  training  program.  This 
training  program  is  under  tho  di¬ 
rect  supervision  of  the  Training 
Department.  In  addition  to  this 
training  supervision  tho  Guidance 
Center  provides  a  thorough  testing 
and  advisement  program  which  is 
free  to  all  veterans  of  World  War 
II.  The  purpose  of  the  testing 
program  is  to  assist  the  veteran  in 
determining  his  greatest  occupa¬ 
tional  Interest  and  abilities.  This 
service  requires  about  onq»day  of 
tlie  veteran’s  time  but  is  of  great 
assistance  to  him  in  determining 
tho  major  field  of  his  study  in 
school  or  in  a  selection  of  a  trade

In  addition 
to  the  testing  program  the  Guid¬ 
ance  Center  here  at  the  Northwest 
Missouri  State  Teachers  College 
is  equipped  to  furnish  occupation¬ 
al  information  and  statistics  on 
most  recognized  occupations.  This 
information  includes  physical  and 
educational  standards  required  to 
qualify  for  a  profession  or'  trade 
Information  is  furnished  on  the 
number  of  employed  personnel  in 
the  occupation  fields  and  the  sal¬ 
ary  standards  which  have  been 
established  in  those  fields.  Educa¬ 
tional  information  is  also  available 
in  this  office  as  to  where  the  best 
provable  training  for  various  oc¬ 
cupations  and  training  may  be  re¬ 
ceived.  In  addition  to  this  vast 
supply  of  information  which  is 
provided  by  the  Veterans  Admin- 
'  istratlciri  the  Guidance  Centers 
also  have  available  many  other 
sources  for  information  regarding 
special  inquiries,  which  the  veteran 
may  have. 

The  Guidance  Center  at  the 
Northwest  Missouri  State  Teach¬ 
ers  College  is  located  in  Room 
119,  Administration  Building.  All 
persons  who  may  have  any  ques¬ 
tions  regarding  the  Veterans  Ad¬ 
ministration  Program  which  come 
under  trie  jurisdiction  of  trie  Guid¬ 
ance  Center  are  welcome  at  any 
time.

Health  Department 


The  Immunization  Campaign 
which  has  been  under  way  at  Horace 
Mann  for  the  past  two  months 
reached  a  climax  on  December  9, 
1946.  On  that  day  the  clinic  for  the 
High  School  was  opened.  Seventy- 
eight  students  received  smallpox 
vaccinations  and  eighty-three  re¬ 
ceived  the  triple  combined  serum 
containing  diphtheria,  whooping 
cough,  and  tetanus.  This  number 
included  approximately  two-thirds 
of  the  high  school  student  body.  On 
January  9,  19.47,  immunization  was 
carried  into  the  grades,  and  students 
from  the  nursery  school  to  th^ 
junior  high  school  were  included. 
Eighty-four  children  received  small¬ 
pox  vaccinations  and  ninety-six 
received  the  triple  serum  from  this 
group.  The  campaign  has  been,  very 
successful.  ” 

All  new  students  should  know  that 
a  physical  examination  is  required 
of  each  enrolled  student  at  the  Col¬ 
lege.  There  are  one  hundred  and 
five  students  enrolled  in  the  winter 
quarter  who  were  not  enrolled  in  the 
fall  quarter  and  thus  will  be  required 
to  have  the  physical.  Physical  ex¬ 
aminations  are  being  given  at  the 
Health  Office  in  the  gymnasium 
from  9:30  a.  m.  to  11:30  a.  m.  and 
from  1:00  p.  m.  to  4:00  p.  m.  One 
may  report  to  the  nurse  on  duty 
Without  appointment. 

Two  Health  Offices  are  on  the 
campus.  Ope  is  located  in  tlie 
Horace  Mann  Building  and  the 
other  in  tpe  Gymnasium.  There  is 
always  a  nurse  on  duty  at  one  or 
the  other  of  these  offices  tfrojnl 
9:()0  a.  ip.  until  12;00  noon  and 
from  1:00  p,  in.  until  4:30  p,  m,  If 
a  student  needs  advice  or  assistance 
he  should  see  tlie  nurses  at  these 
offices.  Office  hours  are  maintain¬ 
ed  expressly  for  the  purpose  of.  tak¬ 
ing  care  of  student  needs;  please 
observe  them.  If  one  nee.ds  atten¬ 
tion,  do  not  wait  until  late  at  night 
to  call  for  it,  try  to  take  care  of 
these  tilings  during  the  day.

Indians  Make  First  Appearance 
Here  Under  Coaching  of 
Joe  McDonald 


On  Saturday,  January  25,  the 
Maryville  Bearcats  will  tangle  with 
the  powerful  Cape  Girardeau  In¬ 
dians  at  the  home  court  in  a  game 
that  promises  to  do  much  to  deter¬ 
mine  the  merits  of  the  two  cage 
teams.  The  Indians  have  won  four 
and  lost  three  games  this  year,  but 
they  have  faced  some  very  talented 
aggregations  in  Arkansas,  Texas 
Wesleyan,  Murray  State,  and  Klrks- 
ville.  The  Bearcats  have  been  up 
and  down  all  year,  and  the  outcome 
of  this  contest  will  shed  some  light 
on  their  bid  for  the  conference  title. 

Leading  scorers  for  Cape  are -Herb

It  is  in  one  unit  only,  no 
requiring  a  shaving  machine  or 
transcribing  machine,,  since  thi 
wire  containing  the  dictation  i 
automatically  demagnetized  or- 
cleared  of  dictation — when  it  wind 
back  on  the  opposite  spool,  am 
since  the  machine  plays  back  thi 
dictation  for  the  typist  simply  witi 
the  insertion  of  a  set  of  head 
phones.  In  the  near  future,  thi, 
machine  will  compete  with  thi 
Ediphones  and  Dictaphone  ma 
chines  for  common  office  worl 
where  there  is  a  volume  of  routim 
dictation  of  letters,  and  sooner  q: 
later  this  type  of  machine  ma; 
displace  much  of  the  work  of  th 
court  reporter.”
